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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . Claims 1 , 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , the guide protrusion is set forth as being fixed at each end of the connecting 
member. However, that since the claims do not specify where the connecting member is fixed 
to the door, i.e., an end of the connecting member, the connecting member can be attached at 
any point along its length or perimeter. Applicant should provide clarification of the structure of 
the claims. For the purpose of examination, the connecting member is considered to be 
connected to the door an end of the connecting member and the guide protrusion is fixed to the 
other end of the connecting member. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1 , 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Harada 
(US 2003/0071047, now US Patent 7,231,692). 

Viewing the tray depicted in Fig. 1, disclosed is a locking device (20,22,24,30,34), a door 
(14), and a housing (10). Viewing the various embodiments as depicted in Figs. 10-12, 
disclosed is a connecting member (14A), rotary member hinged to the connecting member (via 
76) at one end and an arc shaped toothed portion at the other end (82), a resilient member (56), 
a damper member (84) having a toothed portion (86), a guide protrusion (50) fixed at each end 
of the connecting member, a guide rail (43) fixed at a housing side surface, and a stopper 
(unnumbered) at the upper side of the housing. 
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Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed August 28, 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. It is noted that the limitations of claim 2 have been amended to overcome the 
rejections under 35 USC 1 1 2, 1 st and 2 nd paragraphs and now provide greater clarity of the 
claimed invention. In so doing, the limitations clearly read on the art of record.
